It is reported that some of the large hongs 
have telegraphed to Kurope and America 
to buy-up at the last. quoted rates ; and no 
doubt the effect of these messages bas been’ 
to improve prices at home, but not so 
deliveries, as yet. Reportefrom the country 
are not to be very much relied on, but the 
following comes from a source which may 
Prove as good aa avy to be obtained :— 
Haining, Hangchow and Hoochun districts 
are giving avery bad result indeed ; Nan- 
zing and Shonling aro ‘tarning ont an 
inferior yield, whilst Hoochow, Linghoo 
and Sinzu are very fair, Kahing is expected 
to be also fair, but it is too early to give 
any proper report. On the whole the crop 
can scarely be anticipated av likely to bo 
anything but below an average, and the 
quality is not favorably spoken of. Tho 
high prices we quoted yesterday seem only 
to haye been given for small quantities to 
be used as. musters. Up to. the present, 
foreign buyers seem to have reovived all 
these alarming. rumours with equanimity. 
Possibly bad trade generally, and no de- 
mand for silk, coupled with uncertain and 
uncomfortable political news, has deadened 
that spirit of speculation which, in former 
years we recollect, such reports would 
undoubtedly have brought about. 

lt- Ie said that the Ohinese Government 
have ‘negotiated aloan of 24 million taela— 
at 8 per cent,, and 6s, 8d. ‘exchange—~with

_LAUNOH OF AN IRONOLAD FOR 
i JAPAN, 

On April. 14, the ironclad man-of-war 
Foo-s0, built for the Japanese Government 
by Messrs Samuda .Brothers,- from the 
designs of Mr.-E, J, Reed, M.P.,. was 
launcted at Poplar. Among those present 
were the Japanese Minister, Wooyeno 
Kagenori, and suite, and Madame Wooyeno, 
with Mr, Lane, English Secratary to the 
Legation, Dr. §, Kinns, and a number of 
Japanese gentlemen who are residing in 
England as students; the Chiness Minister, 
Kuo Ta-Jen, the Assistant-Minister, Liou 
Ta.Jen, the Chinese Secretary, and Dr. 
Macartney, Engliah Secretary to the Lega- 
tion, &., and many others, : ‘ 

The saip was christened in the usual way 
by Madame Wooyeno, who said in Japanese 
Jt gives me great pleasure to name the 
firat -Japanose ironclad which has been 
built in England. This vessol will be 
remarkable az one of. the most. formidable 
of the fleet of His Majesty the Mikado. I 
hope it will also be remarkable by bringing 
honour on the flag which it’ will bear, and 
oredit. to those who have designed and to, 
those who have built it. May the gront 
God speed the Foo-so.” .The launch was 
porfeotly . successful, and the ship glided 
into the water amid the hearty cheers of 
the multitude assembled. She was then 
towed to Millwall” Docks to bo fitted by 
Mesars Penn and Sons, of Greenwich, with 
twin sor:w engines of 3,500 indicated horse 
power, : 

The vessel, which is named after the celo- 
brated mountain of Japan, is 220 feet in 
leogth, 48 feot in breadth, and 31 feet 2 
inches in depth; her burthen is 2,343 
tons, and her displacement 3,700 tons; her 
armour is 9 inches. and 7 inches on-a 12- 
inch teak backing ; her armament will be 
four 18-ton_and two. 10-ton steel guns, 


‘| arranged so as té enable a fire tobe main- | 


tained over every point of the horizon. 
The ship is provided witha ram and a 
running-in bowsprit. Tho armouring ia on 
the “ belt” system ; thickness of armouring 
on the water-line amidships is nine inches, 
and this is maintained for the whole of the 
magazine, engine, and boilerspaces, When 
the ship is fully Isden her spood will, it is 
estimated, be thirteen knots. She will 
carry sufficient coal fora voyage of 4,500 
miles, and her. canvas (17 000 square feet, 
baryue rigged) will ovable her to go entirely 
without steam.
